SITUATION 

(Slides 1, 2) On a clear, dry day, case vehicle (A) was traveling northwest at an unknown speed in 
the left lane of a four-lane asphalt road, and was approaching an intersection. The intersection is 
equipped with a traffic light that was green for the northwest and southwest traffic. Vehicle (B) 
was traveling southeast at an unknown speed in the right lane of the same roadway. (Slide 3) As 
vehicle (B) entered the intersection, case vehicle (A) proceeded into the intersection and began 
making a left turn to travel west on the road. The left front of case vehicle (A) struck the left front 
of vehicle (B). 

GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH SEVERITIES 

(Slides 4, 5) The direct damage to case vehicle (A) began at the left-front bumper corner and 
extended 91 -cm across the left and center portion of the front bumper. The maximum crush was 
19 cm to the front bumper. 

Using the WinSMASH accident-reconstruction program and c-values measured for (slides 6, 7, 8, 
9 and 10) case vehicle (A), the following impact severity was calculated:

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 
Exterior 

(Slide 11) The front bumper was crushed, the grille was damaged, the right headlight was 
displaced, and the left headlight was broken. (Slide 12) The hood was crushed, but there was no 
damage to the hood latch or the hood hinges. (Slide 13) The rear edge of the hood was slightly 
elevated, but it did not contact the windshield. (Slide 14) There were some small cracks in the left- 
lower corner of the windshield from contact by the deformed left fender. (Slides 15, 16) On the 
left side, the fender was damaged and displaced laterally to the left, and the left wheelbase was 
reduced 2 cm. (Slide 17) There was no other damage to the left side of case vehicle (A). 



(Slide 18) On the right side, the fender was deformed. (Slide 19) There was no other damage to 
the right side and no change in the right wheelbase. 

Interior 

(Slides 20, 21) This vehicle is equipped with steering-wheel and passenger frontal-impact airbags, 
which deployed during the frontal impact. (Slides 22, 23) There was makeup on both frontal- 
impact airbags, indicating occupant contacts. (Slides 24, 25) There was no damage to the steering- 
wheel rim and no rotation of the steering column. (Slides 26, 27 and 28) There was no damage to, 
and no contact marks on, the windshield, roofrail, or roof area. (Slides 29, 30) There was a 
possible scuff mark on the driver's sun visor. (Slide 31) There was no damage to the left side of 
the upper or mid portions of the instrument panel. (Slide 32) There was a light scuff mark on the 
knee bolster that indicates possible contact by the driver, but there was no damage to the panel. 
(Slides 33, 34) There were scuff marks on the driver door panel, but the panel was not damaged. 
(Slide 35) There was no damage to the center dash area. (Slides 36, 37) There was a scuff mark 
on the glove compartment, but there was no visible damage. There was no other interior damage 
and no intrusions were noted. 

OCCUPANT KINEMATICS AND INJURIES 

(Slides 38, 39) The 5-ft, 7-in, 1 10-lb, 21-year-old female driver was not wearing the three-point 
belt and the airbag deployed. (Slides 40, 41) There was no physical evidence on the D-ring or 
seatbelt assembly and the belt was locked in the retracted position. The driver reportedly had the 
seat adjusted to a mid seat-track position. 

(Slide 42) During the impact, she continued forward and slightly to the right relative to the vehicle 
interior, into the airbag. She sustained an abrasion to her right shoulder and right lateral upper 
arm, from an unknown source. In addition, she sustained contusions and abrasions to both of her 
anterior forearms, due to contact by the deploying airbag. (Slide 43) She sustained a sprained left 
wrist, probably from the airbag flinging her hand into the door interior, as indicated by scuff marks 
to the side door interior. (Slides 44, 45) She also sustained contusions to both of her knees, from 
contact with the knee bolster, as indicated by scuff marks on the bolster cover. 

(Slide 46) The 5-ft 2-in, 100-lb, 22-year-old, right-front female passenger was not wearing the 
available three-point belt and the airbag deployed. (Slides 47, 48) There was no physical evidence 
on the D-ring or seatbelt assembly and the belt was locked in the retracted position. (Slide 39) The 
passenger reportedly had the seat adjusted to a mid seat-track position. 



(Slide 49) During the impact, the passenger continued forward and slightly to the right relative to 
the vehicle interior, into the airbag. She sustained contusions and abrasions to her right anterior 
neck area, possibly form contact by the deploying airbag. (Slide 50) She sustained contusions and 
abrasions to her left knee and a contusion to her right knee, from contact with the glove 
compartment, as indicated by scuff marks.
